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PETITION UNDER 37 CFR §1.324

With respect to the second requirement, a statement from the current inventor, Richard 
W. Newman, is attached hereto. 

With respect to the third requirement, a statement from the assignee agreeing to the 
change of inventorship in the patent is attached hereto. Furthermore, we attach a declaration and 
assignment which properly sets forth the inventorship. 
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With respect to the fourth requirement, the Commissioner is authorized to charge Deposit 
Account No. 50-3010 in the amount of $230.00 and also charge any deficiencies or credit any 
excess payments in regard to this petition for the following fees:
